Dec. 1 and amou nting to approx i­ 
mately 6.3 per cent, will only part­ 
ially affect some 3,000 cu stomers 
in the Mill Valley area, according 
to George B. Foreman, Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. manager.

OJ.R)—The w a ­ 
ters of huge Grenada Lake lap 
closer to this village in northern 
Mississippi, but old-timers among 
the rapidly dwindling population 
like the peace it brings. 
Bryant lies seven miles south of 
Grenada Dam, which was com­ 
pleted in 195 3. 
The backwater 
forming the lake is less than five 
miles away and is expected to 
touch the little community of 130 
persons late this year. 
Ray Mosher, who owns the only 
store here, misses the cracker- 
barrel gatherings in his place. 
“People 
used 
to 
be 
hamging 
around, but now you hardly ever 
see anyone,” he said. 
The 
federal 
government 
has 
bought much of the land in the 
flood area. The post office has 
been closed and the Illinois Cen­ 
tral Railroad has moved its tracks 


to the west of the settlement. 
“I can remember when Bryant 
had a soda fountain and six trains 
a day passing through,” said Mrs. 
Upton Broadstreet, a long-time 
resident. “Now it doesn’t have a 
place for either. It’s quiet here 
now, but it’s peaceful.”

Hear Lectures 


On Safe Driving 


More than 2.500 enlisted men 
and officers at Hamilton Air Force 
Base heard lectures Wednesday on 


safe driving and the causes of acci­ 


dents. 


Driving too fast for road and 
traffic conditions, fatigue and ex­ 
cessive use of alcohol were named 
by California Highway Patrol Capt. 
Theodore Parnow as the cause of 
most accidents. 


The day-long lectures were con­ 
ducted by Parnow, commanding 
officer of the CHP in Marin, and 
Willard G. Damron, ground safety 
director at the air base. 


SAFE DRIVING DAY 
The safe driving lectures were 
conducted in conjunction with N a­ 
tional Safe Driving Day, Dec. 15, 
and with Hamilton Field’s holiday 
safety program, said Damron. The 
lectures were presented three times 
during the day. 


Parnow described numerous ac­ 
cidents which have occurred re­ 
cently in Marin, and analyzed the 
causes of them. He also show’ed 
movies and picture slides of fatal 
or near-fatal accidents. 


• The medical aspects of alcohol­ 
ism wrere described by First Lt. 
Edward R. Kodet, medical officer 
at Hamilton Field. He described al­ 
cohol as a depressant rather than 
a stimulant. Excessive use of al­ 
cohol seriously depresses a per­ 
son’s ability to react properly in an 
emergency, he explained. 


CONSULTING SERVICE 
Damron informed airmen at the 
base that the Ground Safety O f­ 
fice had set up a safe travel con­ 
sultation service to advise airmen 
on 
travel conditions throughout 
the United States. He requested 
them to use the service before they 
go on furlough if they are driving. 


Damron said Hamilton has a 
good safety record. The base re­ 
ceived an award recently for a 
428 -day period in which there were 
no fatal accidents involving Ham ­ 
ilton airmen. The period set a new 
record for all air force bases in the

Some of the 
sav ings will come from the end of 
bu ilding u sage costs which are now 
being p aid to San Rafael High 
School at the rate of $120 p er stu ­ 
dent p er y ear and enormou s sav ­ 
ings will be effected by the contri­ 
bu tion by the state to the Nov ato 
School District of abou t $160 p er 
stu dent p er y ear when Nov ato has 
its own high school. The state con­ 
tribu tion is now being p aid to San 
Rafael High School in addition to 
the $120 p er p u p il for bu ilding 
u sage and tu ition p ay ments ' of 
abou t $385 p er stu dent. 
“In fou r y ears from now the 
sav ing 
may 
amou nt to 
almost 
$120,000 p er y ear,” Porter ex p lain­ 
ed, as enrollment and state con­ 
tribu tions increase. 
The sav ings on the high school 
p rogram will p ay for the elemen­ 
tary school bu ilding p rogram he 
said. 


VOTE TH EM NOW 
“It is ju st p lain good bu siness to 
v ote the bonds now,” ex p lained 
Leo Mindling “becau se the longer 
we p u t it off the more we stand to 
lose financially . This is tru e for 
sev eral reasons, Mindling stated. 
One is th at when the district is 
reassessed the assessed v alu ation 
will be mu ch higher than it now 
is. This will mean that the district 
can borrow less low-interest money 
from the state than it now can, 
and will hav e to p ay a greater rate 
of interest on non-state money 
raised by bonds. 
Secondly , Mindling said, elec­ 
tions are ex p ensiv e and the bond 
issu es will be brou ght u p again and 
again at fu tu re elections u ntil they 
are p assed, as the commu nity mu st 
p rov ide schools for its children. 
The ’third reason for p u tting the 
bonds ov er now rather than at 
some fu tu re time is to take early 
adv antage in the sav ings to the 
district which the bond issu es will 
make p assible, he said.

Mrs. Fontaine said today th a t 
the voice appeared to be th a t of 
“an angry woman. ’ or an adoles 
cent boy, but th a t the voice had 
apparently been low’eredt beyond 
its norm al register for disguise. 
She attem pted to draw the call­ 
er into conversation but was u n ­ 
able to do so. 
The anonym ous caller said "We 
would just like to tell you th a t the 
school will be blown up tomorrow 
at 10:45 a.m.” 
“W hat room is the bomb in?” 
the teacher asked. But the caller 
hung up the telephone. 
TERM CALL PRANK 
Novato school authorities were 
not seriously concerned about the 
th rea t and regarded the telephone 
call as a prank, but dismissed the 
children as a logical precaution. 
An attem pt to trace the call 
failed because the teacher 
hung 
up the telephone at the school, 
then called the operator back about 
a m inute later. However, the oper­ 
ators handle a large num ber of 
calls constantly and were unable 
to rem em ber on which line the 
call had come into the telephone 
switchboard.

“The whole p u r­ 
pose of our study is to determ ine 
which does t6e most at the lowest 
price.” They all are “very ex­ 
pensive,” he added. The board s 
report is due in M arch. 
RESOLVE DIFFERENCES’ 
Hill indicated the board report 
wouldfebe unanim ous and said he 
“hoped it will serve to resolve 
the differences th a t exist on this 
highly controversial problem. We 
hope this will be more th an just 
som ething to put on a book shelf,” 
he said. 
Hill said th a t no m atter w hat 
else is decided it was his opinion 
th a t “we m ust isolate interior Del­ 
ta channels if we are going to 
m aintain the D elta’s economy. He 
pointed out th a t there are 3.000 
miles of levees in the D elta built 
on peat and settling steadily 
“You m ust protect the interior 
Delta channels because they can’t 
build 
levees 
fast 
and 
high 
enough.” 
Most of the territory now is 10 
feet or more below sea level, he 
said.

P art of the property is in the 
city of Mill Valley, part in L ark­ 
spur, but m ost of it in county area, 
Goheen said. 


TO BEGIN IN SPRING 
Engineer John Oglesby has been 
retained to do the general en­ 
gineering on the as-yet unnam ed 
project, Goheen went on. He " ill 
get in just as soon as the w eather 
perm its and we hope to get to work 
on 100 sites or so next spring.” 
M arin C apital Co. plans to build 
some of the homes in the tract, 
“but we expect to sell a lot of them 
to individuals and to builders for 
high class homes,” G oheen de­ 
clared. 
T here will be between 800 and 
building sites in the entire 
350 
to 
project, from a quarter acre 
two or three acres in size and 
priced to sell from $3,000 to $:5,000 
each. “W e’ll also have some estate 
sites,” the developer said. 


HIGHER-PRICED 
Homes to be built by the C apital 
Co. will be in the $22,000 to $35,000 
range. “W e’re set up so th a t we 
will be able to handle construction 
financing and are considering ^ aV- 
ing architectural service as well,” 
Goheen said. 
F irst portion to be developed will 
be th a t directly behind the pres­ 
ent Scott H ighlands subdivision, 
adjacent to Mill Valley golf course.

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Gas Rate Hikes Effect 


Slight In Mill Valley Area 
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Increased natural gas rates au­ 
thorized by the California Public 
Utilities 
Commission, 
effective 
Dec. 1 and amounting to approxi­ 
mately 6.3 per cent, will only part­ 
ially affect some 3,000 customers 
in the Mill Valley area, according 
to George B. Foreman, Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. manager. 
The increase is a result of high­ 
er charges put into effect last Jan. 
1 for out-cf-state gas by the El 
Paso Natural Gas Co., from whom 
PG&E 
purchases 
approximately 
60 per cent of its gas. 
Much of Mill Valley will have 
lower rates, Foreman said, as the 
result of an agreement with uti­ 
lities commissioners to “unfreeze” 
the electric annexations to in­ 
corporated cities which have been 
“frozen” since November, 1952. In 
accordance with this agreement, 
about 62,000 Northern California 
electric and gas customers will 
realize an annual saving of ap­ 
proximately $557 million by being 
transferred to a lower rate zone. 
Release of the “freeze” means 
that areas not in the city limits 
will now be able to enjoy the same 
general rates as their city com­ 
patriots. The release also permits 
enlarging of zone of the existing 
rate zones and creation of special 
rate areas, Foreman said. 
Special rate areas, he continued, 
will be established in the subur­ 
ban area south and east of Mill 
Valley. Included in this area are

Rates 
will drop from 15.9 to 20.4 per 
cent for electricity, while gas bills 
vary from a .3 per cent increase 
to a 1.3 per cent cut. 
In

Tiburón special rat-e areas, ap­ 
proximately 1,150 customers will 
be transferred to a lower suburban 
zone, making possible a drop in 
electric bills from 3.5 to 4.4 per 
cent. Gas rates, however, are up 
about 6 per cent, which means 
that little change will be noted 
in overall bills.

The city engineer explained that 
this is the problem: 
Roof and basement drains con­ 
nected to the sewers on private 
property are one of the major 
causes of the tremendous burden 
placed on the sanitary sewer lines 
in San Rafael. 
These connections were probably 
installed in years past when there 
were no regulations prohibiting 
such connections. Sewer lines now 
have a normal dry weather flow 
that can be handled by the sewer. 
However, Gonnason pointed out, 
when water enters the sewer from 
roof drains, basement drains and 
other sources, it creates an over­ 
loading which pops off manhoie 
lids creating back pressures in 
lines so that plumbing facilities 
are not useable, overloads 
the 
sewage treatment plant so that 
proper treatment is not possible. 
He estimated the increased flow 
due to storm water entering the 
system is about triple .the normal 
sewage flow.

ca Inc., in his address at S atu r­ 
day’s quarterly conference of the 
San Francisco archdiocesan Coun­ 
cil, N ational Council of Catholic 
W omen a t Dom inican College. 
E ntitling his talk “Who Says 
Silence is G olden?” M acker ex­ 
plained th a t public relations is “the 
business of m aking oneself under­ 
stood, involving a system of com­ 
m unication between people or be­ 
tw een groups.” #He declared: ‘‘It 
(public relations) can be called 
the science of expression, the ob­ 
jective of which may be to create 
an impression, to correct an im ­ 
pression or merely to m ake an im ­ 
pression, but the im pression m ust 
not be false, distorted or m islead­ 
ing; it m ust be honest, ethical and 
right.” 
CAMPAIGNS 
M acker 
m entioned 
specifically 
as the result of good public rela­ 
tions the cam paigns for decency, 
and th e organization of the Com­ 
ics M agazine Association of Amer­ 
ica, “which came about because 
of an aroused public opinion, stim ­ 
ulated by effective and tim ely pub­ 
lic relations.” 
A nother reference on th e effi­ 
cacy of good public relations was 
m ade to the w o rld -w id e mission of 
mercy in behalf of refugees and 
other homeless and hungry peo­ 
ple. T he speaker said mem bers of 
the N ational Council of Catholic 
W omen m ust take a “participat­ 
ing role, not a spectator’s role in 
public relations for C hristianity.” 
Telling of people “h au n ted by th e 
spectre 
of Com m unist ty ran n y ” 
M acker stated “The Bishops have 
suggested a way fin which we can 
practice, as we have been practic­ 
ing, som ething in the nature of 
C hristian public relations toward 
our suffering and torm ented fel- 
lowrqen ” He told the women they 
would be less th an hum an if they 
question w hether they have the 
capacity of force to m ake a sub­ 
stantial contribution to the pro­ 
gram of the hierarchy in the face 
of 
a 
w ithering, 
organized 
and 
powerful onslaught of the forces 
of evil, who do not believe th a t 
Silence Is Golden,” on th e vic­ 
tim s of satanic public relations.” 
The speaker concluded by advocat­ 
ing a public relations program for 
the NCCW, w ith program s designed 
“to influence public opinion con­ 
sonant w ith th e ideals and prin­ 
ciples of C hristianity, specifically 
as incorporated in th e statem ents 
of policy of the hierarchy. The po­ 
tency of your trem endous influ­ 
ence potential will be negated by 
rem aining m ute or inactive, or by 
restricting yourself to a disapprov­ 


ing shake of your head about the 
state of affairs as they appear.” 


CHURCH ART 
Another speaker on th e program 
was Mrs. M icaela M artinez DuCass, 
archdiocesan chairm an of liturgi­ 
cal 
art. The speaker-artist ex­ 
plained th a t liturgical a rt pertains 
directly to the articles used in the 
function of the liturgy (the M ass)- 
altar, tabernacle, vessels, candle­ 
sticks, crucifix and linens—as dis- 
dinguished from religious art.

CHEESE CAKE 
Dear Molly M arin: In response 
to Mrs. H.S., Novato, request for 
cheese cake, I am submitting the 
following which is used by Nei- 
man-M arcus Tea Room in Dallas, 
Texas. 
6 packages cream cheese 
1 cup sugar 
6 eggs, separated 
1 tablespoon flour 
1 tablespoon vanilla 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
% lemon rind, grated 
1 cup heavy whipping cream 
not whipped 


Cream sugar, flour and cheese: 
Add egg yolks, well beaten; add 
vanilla, lemon juice and rind. Add 
cream and then fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Pour into spring 
form pan lined with zwieback or 
vanilla wafer crust. Bake in mod­ 
erate oven (350 degrees) one hour. 
Turn oven off. Open door and let 
cake cool in oven one hour. 
For zwiebacx crust, roll one box 
zwieback into fine crumbs. Mix 
with y% cup sugar (omit if van­ 
illa wafers are used), Vi pound 
butter. Line pan with mixture and 
refrigerate over night. This insures 
a solid crust th at does not mix 
into the cake. 
“Time and patience are what it 
takes to make any recipe turn out 
well. This one takes a lot of both 
and much careful handling. Each 
Friday fifteen cakes are made from 
this recipe and baked in our oven, 
so we speak from experience. . . . 
From Neiman-Marcus Tea Room, 
Dallas, Texas.”

For Peters Dam 


A final payment of $135,000 on 
Peters Dam 
at Lagunitas was 
nade Wednesday night by Marin 
Municipal Water district to the 
John Delphia Co. at Patterson. 
Made during the weekly meeting 
of the water district’s board of di­ 
rectors, the payment marked the 
completion of agreements between 
the contractor and the district. 
The new dam doubles the dis­ 
trict’s water storage capacity. 
D. E. Burgess Co. of San Fran­ 
cisco submitted the lowest of seven 
bids to paint a water reserve tank 
at the Terra Linda subdivision. 
The bid amounted to $4,332 and 
was accepted by the board. 
Directors also; 
Approved agreements to extend 
1.000 feet of the aix-inch water 
pipe on Madrone avenue, Belve 
dere, for the Belvedere Land Co. 
at an approximate cost of $3,500 
to be paid to the district. 
Decided to extend 350 feet of 
four-inch water pipe in the Fay 
Terrace subdivision, Kentfield. at 
a cost of about $700 to be paid to 
the district. 
Decided to work on contracts for 
the purchase of a booster pump at 
the reserve water tank at Haw­ 
thorne Hills Terrace at San An- 
aelmo. Date that bids will be open­ 
ed was not set by directors. 
Agreed to negotiate with the J. 
D. O’Connor Construction Co. for 
installation of water mains in a 
new unit of the Gallinas Valley 
subdivision. Cost of the vork has 
not been estimated. 
Directors will meet again at 8 
p. m. on Dec. 5 at the district of 
fice. 


primary finding of the committee 
is that the cost of the proposed 
bonds will be offset by the savings 
to the district in owning its own 
high school. 
INCREASED SAVING 
“In the very first year after 
passage of bonds the savings vill 
be from $2,000 to $5,000 and will 
increase annually as high school 
enrollm ent grows.” Some of the 
savings will come from the end of 
building usage costs which are now 
being paid to San Rafael High 
School at the rate of $120 per stu­ 
dent per year and enormous sav­ 
ings will be effected by the contri­ 
bution by the state to the Novato 
School District of about $160 per 
student per year when Novato has 
its own high school. The state con­ 
tribution is now being paid to San 
Rafael High School in addition to 
the $120 per pupil for building 
usage and tuition payments of 
about $385 per student. 
“In four years from now the 
saving may amount to almost 
$120,000 per year,” Porter explain­ 
ed, as enrollment and state con­ 
tributions increase. 
The savings on the high school 
program will pay for the elemen­ 
tary school building program he 
said. 
VOTE THEM NOW 
“It is just plain good business to 
vote the bonds now,” explained 
Leo Mindling “because the longer 
we put it off the more we stand to 
lose financially. This is true for 
several reasons, Mindling stated. 
One is that when the district is 
reassessed the assessed valuation 
will be much higher than it now 
is. This will mean that the district 
can borrow less low-interest money 
from the state than it now can, 
and will have to pay a greater rate 
of interest on non-state money 
raised by bonds. 
Secondly, Mindling said, elec­ 
tions are expensive and the bond 
issues will be brought up again and 
again at future elections until they 
are passed, as the community must 
provide schools for its children. 
The 'third reason for putting the 
bonds over now rather than at 
some future time is to take early 
advantage in the savings to the 
district which the bond issues will 
make possible, he said.
